1[ Candidates for the judiciary are not identified by party titles, hence the voter is 
not voting against his own party by voting for any of the judicial candidates, no 
matter who that candidate may be. 


<S Voting for a candidate for judge does not bind fche voter to anything more than 
his act at the primaries, and does not affect his standing as a Washington, Republi- 
can or Democratic voter. 


CJ The \oter "who supports a judicial candidate at the primaries cannot be deprived 
of his right to \ote for his o\in party candidates at the November election. 


tjj Party lines are not drawn in the non-paitisan contest for judicial nominations, 
and the voter may \ote for an} of the judicial candidates without icgarding himself 
unfaithful to the political party of his choice.
